One of the best'suggestions that 
hasj come to notice recently, re­ 
garding political matters, is that made 
in Oakland, which is to have some 
kind of a school, to so call it, where 
election officers can be taught their 
duties. 
The same thing happens 
year after year in Berkeley that is oc­ 
curring all over the State. 
Officers 
are appointed for election purposes, 
in some cases wjiere they are hardly 
able to read, let alone writing, and 
who know nothing whatever about 
the duties- they are called upon to 
perform. 


If the appointing power will insist 
upon filling the offices with this class 
of men there is more need than ever 
of having some provision made for 
teaching them, as far as possible, the 
necessary work required of them. 
Perhaps a better class of men would 
require'more knowledge of the bust-1 
ness than the average man has. - The 
idea is a very good one, indeed, and 
cannot help striking the intelligent citi-1 
zen that it is something which is wanted 
about as much as anything in the po­ 
litical system. 
It is to be hoped 
that some good will come out of this 
suggestion and the people will rejoice 
if it can be carried into effect
